“To my mind we should look 
upon county agricultural agent*, 
home demonstration agents, and 
dub agents within the county 
constituting a little part of the 
State College of Agriculture lo­ 
cated in the county; a permanent, 
practical 
local 
teaching institu­ 
tion, an organic part of the college 
itself, teaching in its practical as­ 
pects what the colleges teaches, as 
permanent as the college itself, 
to continue as long ss the college 
continues, a plan deviled by the 
college for teaching practical ag­ 
riculture and home economies to 
men and women, 
boys and girls 
who cannot attend the college, es­ 
sentially a sub-agricultural college 
outside the college 
wails 
whose 
teachers are members of the col­ 
lege faculty. 
Extension work has 
come that the agricultural colleges 
may continue to educate through­ 
out the whole span of the farmer’s 
life, and to know no limits other 
than the boundaries of the State.” 
From Ob# to Group. 
The farm demonstration work in 
Texas has over twenty years suc­ 
cessful record to its credit. There 
have been many changes in meth­ 
ods, but the demonstration idea 
has been the dominant feature of 
our work during this period. 
We 
began working with individual far­ 
mers, and gradually extended the 
influence of our work by the util­ 
ization of group leaders who were 
well trained to demonstrate the 
practices or continue the result 
demonstrations through to a suc­ 
cessful 
conclusion. 
In this way 
practices relating to soil improve­ 
ments, seed selection, methods of 
planting, methods of preserving 
food in the farm home, methods 
of cooking, habits of dress, and 
many other practices have become 
well established, so much so that 
they are a- part of farm life on 
hundreds of thousands of fi 
and farm homes. 


homes, but like the fabled pot of 
gold at the end of the rainbow, 
we can never reach the ultimate 
goal because no matter how mush 
we get 
the farmers to improve 
their methods, each new achieve­ 
ment becomes an inspiration to 
greater endeavor, 
and we never 
reach the limit of possibilities. 
Some Farm Problem*. 
It would be impossible to men­ 
tion all the problems confronting 
Texas agriculture today in which 
we, as County Agent and Home 
Demonstration Agents, should be 
interested. 
I will endeavor to mention only 
a few of the things I think we 
should give attention to, and these 
may be considered essential: 
(I) Soil improvement. A pros­ 
perous and contented husbandry 
cannot be expected on unproduc­ 
tive land, and the problem of in­ 
creasing the productive capacity 
of the soil should have a promi­ 
nent place on the program of de­ 
velopment in every county in tile 
State. 
Soil improvement neces­ 
sarily must begin with tim consid­ 
eration of the engineering prob­ 
lems involved, such as terracing, 
irrigation and drainage. 
It must 
also include the use of fertilisers, 
crop rotation, and the importance 
of saving of all the manure from 
livestock. 


Improve Farm Life. 
During the past twenty years 
we have put stress on efficiency 
in production, and we must con­ 
tinue to stress this important fea­ 
ture of farm 
management and 
home building, yet, while thia ie of 
primary importance, st the same 
time we would not measure up to 
our opportunities if we failed to 
recognize the problems of distri­ 
bution and marketing that are just 
as essential as the problems of 
production, which, 
however, we 
have not considered very seriously 
up to the present time. 
The ultimate aim of Extension 
work is to reconstruct agt kulturs 
along improved lines of greater 
production, better marketing facil-l 
Hies, and more comfortable farm 


In one county in North Texas 
a few demonstrations 
in sweet 
clover were 
started about 
five 
years ago. 
The results 
of these 
demonstrations in growing this le­ 
gume have been so conclusive and 
so favorable that more than twen­ 
ty thousand pounds of sweet clover 
seeds were planted last year. Our 
Agronomist is prepared to recom­ 
mend type of legumes for every 
section of the State, and his assis­ 
tance should be of much value to 
County Agents 
desiring to start 
projects in soil improvement with 
legumes. 
Seed Improvement. 
(2) The second important step 
in agricultural development is the 
improvement of the type of seed 
sown, or the kind of livestock kept 
on the farm. And bere the agents, 
through co-operation with the far­ 
mers in their respective counties, 
and through 
co-operation among 
themselves will be able to render 
a great service to the farmers of 
Texas. 
The ultimate aim in seed 
improvement is to get til of th* 
farmers to use pure seed of high 
yielding strains, especially of the 
principal crops including cotton, 
corn, wheat, and grain sorghums. 
The Experiment Station can test 
out, and determine the value of 
new varieties, but the production 
of seed in commercial quantities 
must be done 
by the 
farmers. 
Through organized co-operative ef­ 
fort this pure line seed should find 


its way into the hands of the far­ 
mers in all parts of ti* region 
who would be 
pledged to grow 
nothing but pure 
line seed on 
their farms. 
Standardisation of 
certain varieties in certain local­ 
ities will establish better market 
conditions and a better price. 
Economy Surveys. 
The ranch 
livestock industry 
presents one of the most interest­ 
ing regional problems in Texas ag­ 
riculture. 
In former days, with 
cheap land and cheap labor, the 
ranching 
industry 
was 
alway* 
profitable over a period of peers. 
More recently, ranchmen, in com­ 
mon with others interested in ag­ 
riculture, 
have 
suffered heavy 
losses and the increased cost of 
pasture and high cost of labor and 
supplies have wiped out the mar­ 
gin 
of 
profit. 
During recent 
months an Economic Survey has 
been made of the Ranch Indus- 
ty in the territory in Texas wart 
of the Pecos, also including parts 
of New Mexico and Arizona. This 
survey 
was similar to 
the one 
conducted in the Northwest 
Extension Department and Experi­ 
ment Stations of Texas, New Mox­ 
ies, and Arizona co-operated with 
the Bureau of Animal Industry in 
conducting this survey. 
G. W. 
Barnes, 
our Livestock Specialist, 
represented the Extension Service 
and several of the County Agents 
in this work, and we hope sn a 
result of their studies some very 
important demonstrations in Ranch 
Management may be forthcoming. 
Dairying conditions occupy an 
important place in the Extension 
program hi every part of the state, 
but the present trend seems to 
indicate increased interest in th# 
north and western counties. 
The 
introduction of purebred sires and 
the formation 
of Bull 
Circle*, 
properly 
financed and organized 
on a business basis will ultimately 
lead to marked improvement in 
the quality of dairy animala kapt 
on the farms in those counties. 
Poultry Progress. 
The production of hogs 
no stimulation at the present time. 
Good prices will inevitably less! to 
increased production, and in dne 
time the pendulum will begin to 
swing the other way. 
Our progress in poultry work 
in Tex#* has been very definite 
and satisfactory. Through the in­ 
fluence of the Extension Service 
have put hundreds of thous­ 
and of purebred fowls on Texas 
farms, and taught the principles 
of feeding for growth and egg pro­ 
duction, and the 
culling of the 
flocks and the weeding out of the 
non-productive fowls. 
To a limit­ 
ed extent we have developed mar­ 
kets, but this work does not meas­ 
ure up to the success we have at­ 
tained in production. 
Two essen­ 


tial features mart nsessaarily re­ 
ceive th* attention of the County 
Agents and Home Demonstration 
Agents in pushing 
the poultry 
work in the future. One of thoso 
is better housing and sanitation. 
The other is a better grading and 
organization for marketing pur­ 
poses. 
Control Measure*. 
The greatest annual loss to Tex­ 
as agriculture is caused by the dep­ 
redation of insects. 
It is impos­ 
sible to estimate just how much 
this is, or how much might be 
saved by well organized 
effort 
on the part of farmers to combat 
these 
infestations. 
There is no 
greater service we can render the 
people of the State of Texas than 
to encourage, in every way possi­ 
ble, a wider application of control 
measures 
for insects 
on fruit, 
truck and farm crops as worked 
out bp our Experiment {Ration 
entomologists. 
Our efforts in the 
past have been largely in the ap­ 
plication of remedies after the in­ 
festation occurs. 
Intend of at­ 
tempting to prevent loss, we have 
waited until the conflagration h«s 
started and then have called on 
the fire department for help.
